VATICAN CITY (AP) - Angelo 


Cardinal Roncalli was chosen 
pope today. 


Roncalli. patriarch of Venice, 


becomes the 262nd supreme ruler 
of the Roman Catholic Church 
and its half billion followers. 


He is 76 years old. ' 
Chosen in secret conclave by the 


College of-Cardinals, the new pon- 
tiff chose the name John XXIII 
(23rd). 


Succeeds Pius XII 
; 


He succeeds Pope Pius XII, who 


died after a reign of 19 years and 
seven months, one of the longest 
reigns in the history of the church. 


The new Italian pope,. in the 


Roman Catholic view, is in direct 
succession to St. Peter. His titles, 
as officially listed by the church, 
are: 
"Bishop of Rome, Vicar of Jesus 
Christ.' Successor of the Prince of 
the Apostles, Supreme Pontiff of 
the Universal Church, Patriarch 
of the West, Primate '• 'of Italy, 
Archbishop' and Metropolitan of 
the Province of Rome and Sov- 
erigh of the Slate of Vatican 
City." 


The new pope, bald-headed and 


benign looking, has been one of 
the most popular prelates in Italy. 
He also has many friends abroad, 
particularly in France where he 
spent eight years as Papal Nun- 
cion. 


He has a sturdy health and is 


an untiring worker. His affable 
mariners and quick-witted conver- 
sation have, made him a well 
known figure at many diplomatic 
receptions. 


He was born as the son of a 


farmhand in a small village in 
the province of Bergamo.-The peo- 
pic of this region, the Bergamas- 
chl, are known to be good-hu- 
mored and easy going and young 
Roncalli lived up to this reputa- 
tion. 


After graduating from the Ro- 


man Pontifical Seminary in 1904. 
he became personal secretary of 
the Bishop of Bergamo, Msgr. Ra- 
dini-Tedcschi. In this post, which 
he held until the bishop's death 
in 1914, he acquired an early 
knowledge of the administrative 
structure of the church and also 
devoted himself to historical stud- 
ies. 


. Served During War 


During the war, he served first 


as a sergeant in the medical corps 
and later became an army chap- 
Iain. A three year term as a lec- 
turer on theology and church his- 
tory in the province of Bergamo 
followed. 


In 1921. Pope Benedict XI called 


him to Rome and entrusted him 
with the task of reorganizing the 
church's missionary work in the

fancy of millions. We can be greatful 


7 that of the fair's total attendance some 
' 30 million people visited the U. S. ex- 


hibit. It was one which stirred much 
controversy in America ns "perhaps too 
fragmentary, but in the end it evident- 
ly was a smashing success. 


FURTHERMORE, it is very good 


'-' news that the Belgian government will 


preserve our building and dedicate it to 


. Belgian-American relations. 
We, of 


course, are making it a gift. At various 
stages attention in America centered 
naturally on the quality and status of 


" our own exhibit, especially in contrast 


to the Russians'. Yet it should not be

The Living Chain 


WHENEVER there is a striking ad- 


vance in transportation, comparisons 
arc made between the new and the old. 
Jt happens that one such comparison 
is especially apt this fall as jet pass- 
enger plsncs, edging toward the speed 
of sound, make their debut on the 
American scene. 
The Overland Mail, 


whose horse-drawn stages made the 
journey from St. Louis to the West 
Coast in 25 days, began service 100 
years ago.

Writer Gives Facts On Right-To-Work Law 


WASHL\GTON-This is an ABC 


on the argument over right-to- 
work laws which ban the union 
shop. Eighteen states have such 
laws now. Jn six other slates, 
voters will decide Nov. 4 wheth- 
er they. too. want such laws. 


The TafUIarlley Labor Act of 


19-17, like the Wagner Act before 
it, recognizes the right of, em- 
ployes to organize a union to bar- 
gain with their employer. But it 
outlaws the closed shop, under 
which every employe and every 
new one hired must be a union 
member. 


T-H PERMITS the union shop 


where a union and 
employer 


agree. This provides that every 
employe must join the union and 
every new employe must join 
within 30 to 60 days of being 
hired. In a union shop anyone 
who quits the union loses his 
job. 


But there's a gimmick in T-H 


on this: it says states can pass 
laws forbidding the union shop. 
In the 18 states which have al- 
ready done so this anti-union 
shop 
legislation 
has 
become 


known as the right-to-work law. 


11ERF, ARE the IB with such 


laws: Alabama, Arizona, Arkan- 
sas, Florida, • Georgia, Indiana, 
Iowa, Mississippi, Nebraska. N'e- 
vada, North and South Carolina, 
North and South Dakota. Tennes- 
see. Texas, Utah, and Virginia. 


Here arc the six in which the 


riglit-to-work proposals arc a real 
issue in this year's campaign: 
Ohio. Kansas. Colorado, Idaho, 
Washington, California. 


Generally, business backs the 


right-to-work laws while organ- 
ized labor is the main opponent. 
There are arguments for and 
against a union shop. 


AGAINST JT are these argu- 


ments: 


That in a free society a work- 


er should not have to join a union 
against his will. Some men have 
strong principles against union 
membership—at least for them- 
selves. Some believe that by 
their own initiative they can get 
more benefits than are obtainable 
through a'union. 


That union members may some 


day get disgusted with their union 
and want to quit. They know 
they can't quit where there's a 
union shop without losing their 
jobs. 


That where there's a union, but 


membership is not compulsory, 
the union leaders will be more 
responsive to the members than 
where members, as in a union 
shop, can't quit in protest. 


That with everyone compelled 


to join a union—and'lose his job 
if he- quits—the door is opcn-for- 
corrupt deals between crooK^ 
union leaders and employers. Fbr 
example: by agreeing on a sub- 
standard contract that flim-flams 
the rank-and-filc union members. 


FOR THE "UNION show are 


these arguments: 


That right-to-work laws weak- 


en, if they do not wreck, unions. 
For example: 


In a shop less than 100 per cent 


organized, a union's strength is 
less than it might be in bargain- 
inr with an employer. 


In such a place the value or 


effectiveness of a s t r i k e or 
strike threat — to force an em- 
ployer to meet the union's de- 
mands — is greatly diminished 
when he knows not all his em- 
ployes will walk out and shut 
down his shop. 


ANTI-UNION shop laws enable 


an employer to try to wreck a 
union when, in hiring new em- 
ployes, he lakes on only those op- 
posing unions until they outnum- 
ber the union members. 


That all employes in a group, 


both union and nonunion, share 
the benefits won by collective 
bargaining and thus should have 
to share the union's expenses by 
paving dues. 


That those who believe they 


can do better by themselves with- 
out a union are misguided be- 
cause a man dealing singly with 
an employer can't cet what a 
union can bargaining collectively 
and with the force of members. 


THAT THERE'S no reason why 


union leaders should be indiffer- 
ent to the members' desires, or 
make deals with the employer 
at the expense of the rank-an- 
filc members, if the members 
arc alert, go .to meetings to see 
what's going on, and through the 
democratic process of elections 
throw out the leaders who betray 
them. 


A glaring argument against No. 


4 is the corruption in the Team- 
ster's Union, although evidence 
of such corruption in unions in 
general has been very small.

Selling coal in 112-pound batches ma 


sound peculiar to Americans, but it it ^ 
logical way of doing things in Britain.

For one thing, few British houses have 


basements. Most of the coal is burned slow- 
ly in open grates, and a hundredweight lasts 
quite a while. 


"SOME OF THE places my customers 


keep coal you wouldn't believe," Alf says. 
"They keep it in dog kennels, chicken coops! 
garages, outdoor metal bins, or even just 
piled on the ground in the _open.

Retirement Ordinance 
Goes In Effect Saturday 


The city's new employe retirement ordinance goes into 


effect Saturday and two will leave city service because they 
have reached the mandatory age of 70 years. 


The ordinance approved by the Mayor and Council 


October 6 provides that all em 
ploycs, male or female,-who have 
reached the age of 70 must retire 
Female employes-who have 
reached the age of 62 are eligible 
to retire but if they wish to con 
tinue in their jobs, must make 
application each year to be re 
tained and be approved by coun 
cil. Male employes are eligible to 
retire at age 65 but if they wish 
to continue until reaching • the 
mandatory limit, must make ap 
plication each ye^r^and be ap 
proved by council. 


City Attorney William R. Car- 


scaden said today that applica- 
tions by those who wish to re- 
main on the job for another year 
must be submitted by Saturday 
November l, the effective date of 
the ordinance. Council can act on 
the applications anytime after 
that date, he added.
